REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Benton :— 
I am giving for your consideration a few facts relative 
’ to the school children of the town for the year preceding. 
Only the school at Benton Street has been in session 
during the present school year. The children at the Flats 
have attended school at East Haverhill and Gleneliff. The 
new school law requires transportation only when the 
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distance is two miles or over. The Prue children were the 
only ones who could ask for transportation, and Mr. Prue 
voluntarily offered to carry his children at his own expence 
provided the district paid their tuition. In the fall, ten 
Penton pupils were registered at Glencliff, six at Hast | 
Haverhill, one at Haverhill, eleven at Benton Street, two 
at Haverhill High School, and one at Woodsville High 
School. The high school tuition for the year will amount 
to $162, and the elementary tuition to less than $300. The 
cost of the school at Benton Street will be somewhat less 
than $700 for the year. 

The last Legislature required schoo] districts to raise 
a $5 tax on the equalized valuation of the district before 
it was eligible to receive state aid. At present Benton 
eannot qualify for state aid, as it will not use even the 
*5 tax for elementary schools. 

Kvery one connected with: the schools regretted the 
resignation of Miss Webster at the close of the school year 
in June. Her long term of service had made her a part 
of the community, and her efficient teaching had resulted 
in a model rural school. Miss Carrie Lane has taken her 
place, and though inexperienced, is doing excellent work. 

Some special appropriation should be made at the 
eoming school] meeting for repairs at the Street. The 
building needs painting, both inside and out. Sereens are 
“needed, as the flies are very troublesome in spring and 
fall. Maps, too, are needed for the best teaching. <A 
little money spent to make the school building more attrac- 
tive inside and out will give the community still another 
reason to be proud of its school. | 

Elmore Tyler and Howard Tyler were neither absent. 
nor tardy during the school year. An excellent record for 
the size of the school.
